The Airport Ad- 
visory Committee, in existenice 
since 1976, was recently asked this:

from 1965 through and including 
1981. During these 17 yeans, the 
town has appropriated a TOTAL 
of $10,900, or an average annual 
amount of only $641. Added to this, 
the State has contributed a TO- 
TAL of $5,800, or am average an- 


nual amount of $341. Combined 


State and Town: contributions have 
thus. averaged $982 per year. The 
State. contribution comes from the 
return of Airplane Excise Taxes 
collected to. tthe town and a 30% 
reimbursement to tthe town for ac- 
tual snow plowing costs.

gaimes, 
I would like to know when the 


practice of requiring that the band - 


be present at all home basketball 
Games began. In my high school 
years (1972-1976) the band played 
because we wanted to and in re- 
turn we were admitted to the 
games free. To my knowledge it 
was not required by the school 
board that we be present. 

Volunteers were requested by 
our band director to play at bas- 
ketball games, We always manag- 
ed to appear with a reasonable 
number of instruments and give a 
creditable performance. To my 
knowledge the director was not re- 
Guined by a contract to be pre- 
sent, Ps 

I believe that Mr. Hefley gives 
enough of his after school time 
to earn his stipend. That time in- 
eludes: marching practice, jazz 
band practice, concert practice, 
and chorus practice, not to men- 
tion time spent with the Jr. High 
School band. He may mot give 
as muich of hhis. time as an athletic 
coach but I am sure his stipend 
is adjusted accordingly. 

2As far as the students are con- 
cerned, they hid no knowledge of 
the fact that they were required 
to be present as band members. 
Perhaps some of them may have 
preférred to be elsewhere but 
were required to be. there by the 
school board bécause of Mr. Hef- 
ley’s stipend contract.

naviaged.? 

“A fire that was spotted from 


ed over 10 acres of forest land: in 
Weeks Mills.’ Fire swept through 
‘Madison and Norridgewock and 
burned 2,500 acres before being 
brought under control. The °47 
fire also burned in the Richmond- 
Wayne-Livermore area, and the 
DownsEast region. York County 
and Bar Harbor bore the brunt 
of the disaster. It was the worst 
fire in 300 fires. 

Im the Spring, fanmers had a 
problem planting their crops be- 
cause of so mutch rain. On July 22- 
23, we received tio and one-half 
inches of tain; after that drought. 
In the first 28 days of October, not 
enough moisture came out of the 
sky to be measured, Wells went 
dry and the ground was. toast 
brown, On Thursday, Oct. 23, 
winds rose to 25 miles an hour in 
the west and no men or equip- 
ment could hold the fires in check, 

Can this happen again? I hope 
not! The answer depends on our 
legislators in Augusta. The Direc- 
tor of Maing Forest Services. and 
the Fire Control Supervisor have 
put together a list of budget cuts 
to present to the legislators, One 
of the budget ctts includes closing 
the following towers: Agimenti- 
cits, in York County; Atherton 
Hill, in Cumberland County; John- 
son Hill, Mt. Pisgah and Cook 
Hill, Kennebee County; Harris 
Mountain, Waldo County; Dedham 
Mt., Hancock County; North-De- 
Boulie Mt. and Rocky Mt. in nor- 
therm Aroostook County, for a sav- 
ings of $94,000. In the southern re- 
-gion, air craft patrol will not be 
used, 


Towers provide cotistant surveil- 
lance and provide more protection 
in the high high value areas where 
damage potential is greater (par- 
ticularly in southern Maine), With 
air patrol, surveillance is inter- 
mnittent and less effective due to 
lower visibility. The fire tower on 

-Burnt Mt. was taken oiit of service 

by the Director, but was put back 
on line after the fire at Baxter 
Park. Why? Becatise of the fire 
danger on the North side of the 
Park and the 80,000 visitoxs a 
year. If this is true, why are six 
fire tower's. being taken off line in 
highly popiilated areas? 

I feel that saving lives, homes, 
atid forest lands ara just as im- 
portant as saving money. How 
mitich money will be saved if an- 
other ‘47 fire occurs? Surveillance, 
CONSTANT surveillance, is the 
only insurance we have in pre- 
venting another holocaust! The 
towers: are a vital link to early 
warning, just like the smoke de- 
tectors we lave in ots homes, 

I urge firefighters and citizens 
to contact their legislators and 
voice their opinions. They have a

of airport development, The Air- 
port Advisory Committee sees. no 
reason to disagree wiih these cost 
estimates, 

Presently the gravel surface of 
the runway has to be treated with 
calcium chloride to control dust. 
This cost would be eliminated with 
a paved strip. From time to time, 
the runway and taxiway have to 
be regraded with towm equipment 
which would be eliminated with a 
paved runway, An improved air- 
port would certainly attract more 
based aincraft which would in- 
crease the amount of ainoraft ex- 
cise tax returned to the town. A 
paved runway would be easier to 
plow in the winter than the pre- 
sent dirt surface and there would 
be no problem with mud and soft 
spots each spring. The FIAA states: 
that they impose no requirements: 
on the local airport as to the am- 
ount of time allowed for snow re- 
moval. The present practice in 
the event of heavy and drifting 
snows is to contact the Service 
Center in Augusta and inform them 
that the airport is closed. This 
would continue to be the proce- 
dure during periods of extremely 
harsh weather. 

The Committee states that there 
would be an increase in electrical 
charges due to the fact that the 
runway would be lighted to permit 
24 hour per day usage. Modern 
technology, however, keeps these 
charges to a minimum. A system 
would be installed whereby de- 
parting and approaching aircraft, 
by. radio, activate the runway 


“lights. The lights remain on for a 


specific period of time to permit 
a safe landing or departure, and 
then automatically switch off, Ob- 
viously, this system keeps elec- 
trical charges related to runway 
lights to an absolute minimum, 

In conclusion, the airport com- 
mittee states that there is a lot 
to be said for the airport improve- 
ment plan, very little that can be 
said against the plan, and wel- 
comes any questions on this pro- 
posed modernization project, 

The Master Plan is the product 
of over six years of work by the 
Airport Advisory Committee. The 
five member committee stands. by 
its Dec. 27, 1982 recommendation 
to the Board of Selectmen: that the 
town should “formally accept this 
Master Plan Study and all of its 
attendant conclusions, directions 
and recommendations without re- 
servation.”

The silent artist that produces 
beauty with snow flakes visited us 
bringing our biggest storm of the 
winter last week. Goose feather 
snow from low-hanging clouds, In 
the dawn I stepped omt on to the 
porch and stopped to watch the 
leisurely descent of clustered 
flakes, constellation of crystals. As 
I looked carefully they seemed to 
hang motionless in the air. A smomw- 
flake is usually ia tiny frozen frag- 
ment of a cloud. These flakes are 
born not only inthe clouds but be- 
low cloud strata, Their shapes are 
determined by their height above 
the earth, the temperature, and 
the moisture at the time of crea- 
tion. High amd cold clouds pyo- 
duce more solid flakes. The fea- 
thery and fern-forms, as of this 
storm are creations of the lower 
strata. This early snow had: al- 
ready made the cabin roof a 
smooth blanket of shining white, 
Looking toward the pond the fea- 
thery stuff had gathered into cot- 
tom batting and tangled the bushes 
and grass weeds. It continued all 
day, imprisoning some, blocking 
roads, and blinding imavelers. With 
the wind it roared through the 
woods stalking across the hills, like 
sheeted ghosts. 


When the storm was over and 
the weather settled again, I decid- 
ed to go snow shoeing for the first 
time this winiter. I first tried them 
alcyoss the lawn then up the Bull- 
dozer Road to the woods. 


Not until this had the winter 
come to the forest. The thermiom- 
eter stood at ten above zero, but 
in the woods where the wind didn’t 
hit much I was. plenty wanm. 


It avas: fun to again keep an ap- 
pointment with a favorite beech, 
pine, or maple. 


. Under the pressure of icold the 
wild creatures become outlaws and 
roam beyond their usual haunts. 
I noticed a fox track where he 
had prowled not too long before 
I came. The gray and red squir- 
rels had been in many places, and 
a partridge flew across my path, 
cincled and took a perch on a 
branch. 

I‘paused to listen to the silence. 
My breath crystallized and drift- 
ed with a breeze more gentile than 


a whisper. Beech leaves rustled | 


from branches along the triail.

fields, where I now stood, I have 


marveled at the beauty of sum-! 


dia ales a adantration of win- 


ter, 

Shadows by the walls were as 
lavendar as the massed asters 
I found there in the fall, 

I could trace the path of the 
wind by the shape of the drifts in 
the fields, Most hillsides had a 
gallery of abstract forms, as beau- 
tiful as any display of free-form 
sculpture I had ever seen, 

At the :crest of the bill I look- 
ed to the mountains stretching 
away before me, Below was the 
farm house, road, and ‘woods 
spreading up tthe valley to the far- 
thest limit of my vision. All across 
the land cloud shadows and patich- 
es of sunshine followed ‘each 
other dappling the floor of the 
valley. The silent scene before me 
Was one ever old but ever helw. 

I imew that I should end my 
first snowshoe trip Here so I start- 
ed toward home carrying ‘with me: 
memories of beauty, memaries of 
sunshitie, and memories of sha- 
dows.

poned in previous years, Declining 
State revenues to Bethel present. 
ly total more than $35,000 and in 
clude the Business Inventory Re. 
fund that terminated in 1982 ang 
the Local Road <Assistanice Pyro. 
gram that was unfunded in the 
Governor’s budget after June 1983, 

The Commitee voted to reeom- 
mended $61,232 for General Goy- 
ernment as proposed by the Sel- 
ectmen, This is a $2,978 decrease 
from the 1982 appropriation ang 
returns the request to within $70 
of 1981 funding. 

Recognizing the need to accom- 
plish certain necessary vepairs 
and energy efficiency measures: to 
the Cole Block, the Committee 
voted to recommend $11,046 and, 
further, that the voters authorize 
the Selectmen to use 1983 offilee 
space rental money to fund these 
programs. On other items in the 
Municipal Building alccount, the 
Committee yoted to recommend 
$5,550 for tthe Fire Station and 
$6,750 for the Town Garage as 
proposed by the Selectmen, 

In Protections, $15,088.19 was 
recommended for the Fine Depart. 
ment, $24,758 for hydrant rental, 
$18, 700 for street lights, $300 for 
C.E.P., and $27,054 for the Police 
Department, These amounts were 
those proposed by the Selectmen 
and the total appropriation recom- 
mended by the Board and Com- 
mittee, $80,900.19 is $5,115.14 great. 
er than 1982, This results prima- 
rily from increased street light 
fees and the need to make essen- 
tial repairs to the police cnuiser, 
This police cruiser alternative was 
chosen in favor of replacement 
until police policy is reviewed, a 
program that is scheduled to begin 
later this month. 

In the Health/Welfare/Saniltation: 
category, the Committee voted to 
recommend $1,169 for Androscog- 
gin Home Health, $2,338 for Tri- 
County Mental Health, $2,100 for 
the Western Older Citizens Coun- 
cil, $1,895 for Oxford County Com- 
munity Services, $200 for Tri-Coun- 
ty Family Planning Service, $710 
for Western Maine Transportation, 
$7,500 for Genenal Assistance, $800 
for Plumbing Inspection/Code En- 


foreement, $6,144 for the Landfill 
and $4,250 for the Ambulance Ser- 
vice, 

In the Leisure Senvices catego- 
ry, $5,000 was recommended for 
the Library Association; $400, Me- 
morial Day; $1,550, Shade Trees; 
$1,640, Parks and Cemeteries; 
and $4,150 for Recreation. 

In the Unclassified account, 
$13,667 was. recommended for 
Workmen’s Compensation; $11, 160, 
Social Security; $4,500, Maine State 
Retirement; $11,940, "Hospital In- 
surance; $1,257, Androscoggin Val- 
ley Council of Governments; $1,500, 
Airport Operations; $1,500, legal 
services; $1,190, Maine Municipal 
Association ; $5,066, Genenal Insur- 
ance. 

In the Public Works area, the 
Committee voted to recommend 
a total of $194,988.42 for the vari- 
ous accounts. $206,250.42 had been 
requested, It is in this area that 
declining revenues and the need to 
accomplish work deferred from 
previous years, mentioned above, 
are concentrated. 

The Committee voted to recom- 
mend the use of $55,300 in General 
Revenue Sharing Funds and 
$120,000 from unappropriated sur- 
plus to reduce the amount to be 
raised from taxation. 


After having questions -anssnver- 
ed by Airport Advisory Committee 
Chairman John Head and member 
Dick Davis, the Budget Commit- 
tee voted to recommend that the 
Town exercise an option to alcquire: 
property adjacent to Col. Dyke 
Field to permit futu‘e runway 
realignment, In addition, the Com- 
mittee voted to recommend devel- 
opment of an industrial/commer- 
cial complex iat the Bethel Airport 
in alecordance with the Airport 
Master Plan, including expanded 
runway facilities after federal and 
state funds for this purpose are 
appropriated and after the local 
funding share has been garnered 
by the sale or lease of Town-own- 
ed industrial/commercial sites. 


The Board of Selectmen will 
meet this. Thursday evening (Feb. 
17) at seven o'clock in the Town 
Office meeting room, This meet- 
ing, originally scheduled for Mon- 
day, Feb. 14, was postponed be- 
cause of illness.

Pregnancy Test 


Pregnancy tests are laboratory 
procedures for early determina- 
tion of pregnancy. Within two 
weeks after the first missed men- 
stxual period, a hormone secreted 
by the placenta is present im the 
blood amd urine of a pregnant wo- 
man and can be detected in a va- 
miety of ways. In the most com- 
monly used pregnancy test, urine 
is mixed with a chemiical com- 
pound which includes the above 
hormone called human chorionic 
gonadotropin. If the urine itself 
does not contain the hormone (ab- 
sence of pregnancy) a reaction 
(agglutination) will occur. This 
test takes only a few minutes and 
is the test used in doctors’ offic- 
es, An even more accurate test 
on blood or urine takes several 
hours and meeds to be done in a 
hospital or other major laborato- 
ry. No test is 100% reliable, Very 
accasionally certain reproductive 
disorders or other illnesses can 
result in a positive test when there 
is m0 pregnancy. In some cases, 
especially in the early weeks of 
pregnancy, not enough of the hor- 
mone is produced to cause a posi- 
tive test reaction, However, ac- 
eunacy of the tests increases with 
the length of the pregnancy. For 
most women tests are 95-99% a- 
curate iand, considered with the 
presence or lack of pregnancy 
symptoms, make it possible to say
